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The Criminal and Juvenile Justice Planning Advisory Council and the Division of Criminal and Juvenile Justice Planning are established in 
the Iowa Department of Human Rights through the provisions of the Code of Iowa, Chapter 216A, Subchapter 9.  The Iowa Juvenile 
Justice Advisory Council is established through Executive Order pursuant to Public Law 73-415, as amended.
